So that as much information 
as possible could be released regarding the alleged conspiracy, 
the informant's name and personal identifiers, along with material 
which would allow this information to be traced back to him 
was deleted. This was done to protect against an unwarranted 
invasion . of personal privacy and to withhold this individual's 
cooperation with the FBI. (See paragraphs 13d and 14a, supra . ) 
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
